than it is obvious to every Beholder in the former. 
Therefore, tho’ we could not give any other proba- 
ble account of the breeding of Wormsin Children’s 
Bellies or Men’s Legs, we could never admit of their 
being bred there only our of Corruption or Putre- 
faction, without any pre exiftent Seeds or Eggs 
lodged init.
